THE SHAPE AND DISEASE.

"shape" of the typical peptic ulcer 
patient (ulcer of the stomach or 
of small intestine) as one who was 
slender with narrow chest and us- 
ually underweight.

Soviet Defendent 


Lodges Denial 


Moscow, March 2 UP)—A defen- 


dant who desperately protested 
his innocence of treason charges 
against him today interjected a 
dramatic note into the opening of 
the trial of 21 fallen Soviet lead- 
ers. He was N. N. Krestinsky, for- 
mer assistant commissar of for- 
eign affairs. 


The state produced alleged con- 


fessions of his 20 co-defendants to 
spying for foreign powers in plots 
to dismember the Soviet union 
and 
to terroristic murders of 


prominent Soviet citizens. 


The indictment also, quoted 


at length from an alleged con- 
fession by Krestinsky, which said 
lie had entered into a treasonable 
plot with General Hans Van Seekt, 
German military leader, at the be- 
hest of the exiled Leon Trotsky. 


But Krestinsky repudiated this 


confession and sharp attempts by 
the prosecution to shake his re- 
pudiation failed. His stout defense 
under grilling so agitated him he 
had to halt while he took a tablet 
for his nerves. 


"f did not commit the crimes 


of which 1 am accused," he shout- 
ed, "I have been a member of the 
(Communist) party and atili con- 
sider myself one."
